With regard to the above-identified application, enclosed for the Examiner's information 
is a copy of the Office Action issued for the corresponding Norwegian patent application number 
20031167. 

A partial translation of the Office Action states: 

"US 118 987 discloses a powder formulation based on seaweed and lime. 
This powder formulation contains alginate and pigments, and should be 
considered able to fonn a membrane when applied on earth in form of a water 
solution. In 1871, in which the patent was written, anti-oxidants were not a known 
subject for soil conditioners. However, as it may clearly be seen firom the present 
appUcation, seaweed, sea grass and kelp among those raw materials containing anti- 
oxidants. The fimctional feature of anti-oxidants is disclosed in US 2 178 855. 



As a characterising feature, claim 1 contains saturating the powder formulation 
with electrons to at least electric neutrality. Use of electrons on a membrane 
forming substance is known fi:om US 6117815. 

GB 771 806 discloses that commercial alginates may be in the form of a 



brown powder made from seaweed. This means that brown alginate powder 
contains pigments, binder and ant-oxidants. 



Thus a combination of GB 771 806 and US 6 1 17 815 anticipates the novelty of 
claim 1, the same applies for a combination of US 118 987 and US 6 1 17 815."
